WWF World champion Bret Hart has a 
slew of new contenders to worry about. First and 
foremost is his brother-in-law Jim Neidhart. 
“The Anvil” has received more than his share of 
title matches this fall—many with Owen in his 
corner—but hasn’t been able to win the belt. 

Also looking for title shots are King Kong 
Bundy and Bob Backlund. The man we used 
to know as the “All-American Boy” has shocked 
fans recently with his attacks on WWF employee 
Lou Gianfriddo and Backlund’s former manag- 
er, Arnold Skaaland. Both have felt the effects 
of Backlund’s chicken wing.

The best wrestler some people still 
have never heard of could become 
the sport’s biggest star. Sabu, who is 
perhaps the most reckless wrestler in 
the world, is rumored to be heading 
to the WWF. Sabu is one of those 
wrestlers who could bring sweeping 
change to a federation that badly 
needs an injection of adrenaline. 

What exactly is a Sabu? Well, he 
has made a name for himself on the 
independent circuit and in Japan with 
his soaring style and his psychotic 
behavior. The only thing that pleases 
him more than executing a moonsault 
off the top rope to a foe on a ringside 
table is wiping blood from his face 
after executing the move. This unique 
style has taken its toll on Sabu, who 
weighs a mere 220 pounds and is 
quickly becoming one big chunk of 
walking scar tissue. 

The other wrestler with experience 
in either the WWF or WCW who can 
be compared to Sabu is Cactus Jack. 
Unlike most WWF and WCW 
wrestlers, Jack and Sabu don’t 
approach each match with an eye on 
their schedule or wondering how it 
will affect their place in the ratings. 

That approach doesn’t sit well with 
some of the established stars of the 
WWF, where image is everything. 
Most of the federation’s champions 
and title contenders carefully select 
their opponents in order to remain at 
or near the top. “We don’t need any 
maniacs here,” one fan favorite said. 
“I’ve got a family to support and | 
can’t waste my time with a guy ona 
suicide mission.” 


The WWF doesn’t have anyone 
like Sabu. He is skilled and crazy, a 
lethal combination in this sport. What 
happens in the first few weeks of 
Sabu’s stint in the federation (if it ever 
takes place) would tell us a lot about 
his long-term future with the group. 
Following several preliminary match- 
es, he may find mid-card competitors 
unwilling to take him on because (a) a 
loss to a newcomer is devastating to 
one’s standing in the rankings, 
and (b) the fear of injury 
against an unknown quantity is 
very real. 

| hope Sabu signs with the 
WWF and gets a fair shot. He 
is one of the most exciting 
wrestlers of our time and 
deserves an opportunity to test 
himself against the best in the 
world. But | have a feeling that 
he isn’t going to get that oppor- 
tunity, simply because he 
doesn't toe the party line. 

NEWS ITEM: Ric Flair puts 
it all on the line ... again! 

Apparently, once is not 
enough for Flair, who promised 
to retire if he lost to WCW 
World champion Hulk Hogan at 
Halloween Havoc. By the time 
you read this, you'll probably be 
lamenting the end of the career 
of the greatest wrestler of all- 
time. ; 

Flair defied all the odds and 
silenced the skeptics late last year 
when he beat Big Van Vader in a 
match with a similar self-imposed 
Stipulation. The “Nature Boy” 
emerged from that bout with his 
career intact and the championship 
belt around his waist. 

But things are a little different this 
time around. Flair and Vader hadn't 
faced each other often prior to that 
match. This will be Flair’s umpteenth 


WCW title match against Hogan, and 
in case you haven’t been keeping 
score, Flair's record isn’t exactly 
sparkling. 

He has looked old and tired 
against Hogan, who deserves plenty 
of credit for refocusing his energies 
on the sport after making many of us 
believe he was nothing more than a 
washed-up movie star. 

Flair shocked the wrestling world

with his victory over Vader, but Vader 
got the better of him in the rematch at 
SuperBrawl IV until interference 
turned that bout into a circus. Rick 
Steamboat took Flair to the limit at 
Spring Stampede, then was denied a 
rematch at Slamboree, the next pay- 
per-view. Hogan only did what any- 
one of his skill level was capable of 
doing: He got his title match against 
Flair at Bash at the Beach and won 
the belt. 


This is not a hatchet job against 
Flair. He can still win matches against 
top-notch competition. But as he gets 
older and the competition gets 
younger, bigger, and stronger, it is 
increasingly evident that he can lose 
to them, too. The bet here is that 
Flair’s illustrious career comes to an 
end with a final loss to Hogan. 

It's been a great run, Ric. You will 
always be the man.

Ed Wood—as ironic as the film itself, which celebrates the career of a 

man many called the “worst director of all-time.” The WWF is gaga 
about the movie because of the appearance of ex-WWF wrestler George “The 
Animal” Steele. The irony is that during Steele’s career, the federation did 
everything in its power to squash and suppress him, often calling him the 
worst wrestler in the federation. ; 

Steele was certainly the reigning madman of his time. Bald and hairy, with 
a thick midsection and a penchant for eating turnbuckle stuffing, Steele was a 
major problem for the fan favorite champions of the 1970s. To call him crazy 
would not be incorrect; to label him devoid of wrestling skills would be.

Several times, he came 
within a heartbeat of win- 
ning the WWF World title 
from Pedro Morales.

Pillman’s remarks made him 
sound like a bitter man. That’s 
because he was bitter. Very bitter. 

And he still is. 

Just when everyone was starting 
to talk about how dominant Austin 
and Pillman—The Hollywood 
Blonds—could be if they stuck 
together, Austin dumped Pillman, 
choosing to pursue singles glory 
under the tutelage of Col. Robert 
Parker. 

The ensuing feud left Austin on 
top. He beat Dustin Rhodes for the 
U.S. title in December 1993, and 
cruised through the first half of 
1994. Then came Clash of the 
Champions XXVIII in August 1994. 
Rick Steamboat crushed Austin and 
ended his reign at eight months. 

For weeks, Austin chased 
Steamboat. But despite all-star 
boasting—“I’m gonna stuff ‘The 
Dragon’ and put him in my rumpus 
room!”—Austin couldn’t recapture 
his belt. With his wrestling stock 
slipping, “Stunning” Steve got 
another title shot at Fall Brawl. 
When Steamboat came up lame 
and had to forfeit the title, 
“Stunning” Steve was feeling good 
again. 
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Then WCW Commissioner Nick 
Bockwinkel told him he’d have to 
wrestle Hacksaw Duggan...and 
everything fell apart. 

Duggan pinned him in 27 sec- 
onds, proving that what goes up 
must come down—the “what” in this 
case being Steve Austin’s career. 
During WCW’'s recent 
European tour, it was 
said that Austin was 
suffering from severe 
depression, an alle- 
gation he vehemently 
denied. “I get de- 
pressed when | have 
to talk to you,” he 
snapped at one re- 
porter. 

His wrestling also 
suffered. Battling his 
old partner Pillman 
and others, there was 
no fire in Austin’s 
eyes. He was going 
through the motions, 
mistiming key moves, 
and showing very lit- 
tle enthusiasm. When 
fans heckled him, he 
couldn’t come up with 
quick comebacks.

man will admit it, reliable sources 
say the two men have been talking 
to each other. Not trading insults, 
not screaming profanity, just talking 
... face to face, heart to heart, man 
to man. 

“| swear to God, | wouldn't kid ya 
‘bout something this important.” 
The speaker is John McGillicuty, 
the owner of a small pub-restaurant 
in Birmingham, England. According 
to McGillicuty, Pillman and Austin 
dined together at his place twice 
when WCW was in town. 

“They sat right there,” he said, 
pointing to a secluded table in the 
corner of the restaurant. “And they 
looked like they were getting along 
just fine. | swear to you that it’s 
true.” 

When reached for comment, nei- 
ther Pillman nor Austin would cor- 
roborate McGillicuty’s story. “I don’t 
talk to that fool anymore,” Austin 
said. “The only time our paths cross 
is when I’m rearranging his face in 
the ring.” 

Pillman was more forthcoming. 
“When | first met Steve Austin, it 
was like looking in the mirror,” he 
said. “| was a fan favorite and he 
was a loud-mouthed obnoxious 
jerk, but something existed 
between us that doesn’t happen 
very often. When we wrestled 
together, it was like two bodies and 


one mind. He’d call me in the mid- 
dle of the night and | knew what he 
was going to say. 

“Whether Austin admits it or not, 
he knows we're wrestling soulmates. 
We can beat each other’s brains out 
in the ring, but that 
can’t destroy what 
exists between us. | 
know how he thinks. 
He had a good run 
there for a while after 
we split up, but he 
knows he would have 
been better off in the 
long run if he’d stayed 
with me. Look what has 
happened to him. He 
wanders around the ring 
like he’s lost. He misses 
me. The Hollywood 
Blonds were a special 
tag team, but he has too 
much pride to admit 
that.” 

It appears Pillman 
would jump at the #@ 
opportunity to put the § 
team back together. = 

“You can’t always [ 
get what you want,” he 
said. “It may not work 
the same way it did. I’m 
thinking of a bigger pic- 
ture. Steve Austin 
needs someone he can

EARS FROM NOW, Bret Hart will probably look back on 1994 as one of the most bitter- 

) sweet years of his life. On the good side, he won his second WWF World title by defeating 

Yokozuna at WrestleMania X. He also became the first wrestler to be ranked No. 1 in the 
“PWI 500” for two consecutive years. 

On the bad side, 1994 was the year in which Bret’s younger brother, Owen, turned his back on 
his family. Furious that Bret refused to tag him during a match against The Quebecers, though he 
had a badly injured leg, Owen turned against his brother at the Royal Rumble in January. 

“The Rocket” then demanded that Bret face him one-on-one so they could see who was the bet- 
ter Hart. Bret reluctantly agreed, and Owen pinned the “Hitman” at WrestleMania X—just hours 
before Bret won the World title. 

During the summer, Bret granted his brother numerous title shots, and beat him every time. The 
feud heated up when Jim Neidhart, Owen and Bret’s brother-in-law, joined Owen in pursuit of the 
World title. After Bret beat Owen in a grueling steel cage bout at SummerSlam, Neidhart and 
Owen shoved him back into the cage and attacked him. It was then that another brother-in-law, 
Davey Boy Smith, entered the feud, taking Bret’s side. The Hart family feud rolls on. 

New challengers, including King Kong Bundy and Bob Backlund, are now pursuing Bret’s belt. 
As usual, he hasn't backed down from a single one of them. 

Senior Editor Bill Apter recently had a chance to talk to Bret about a variety of topics. “We 
spoke for about 40 minutes,” Apter reported. “Bret is a real pro and a fine man. He always has 
been. These can't be the easiest days for him and his family, but he was willing to answer any 
question I asked.” 


APTER: If you were a wrestling 
fan, and Bret Hart the wrestler did 
not exist, who would you have 
expected to see in the No. 1 position 
in the “PWI 500”? 

HART: Wow, that’s a tough ques- 
tion. | would go with ... Shawn 
Michaels. If | wasn’t in the picture, 
I’d say he’s the best. He’s the one | 
think can carry wrestling to the next 
level. [Editor’s note: Michaels was 
ranked No. 5 in the 500.] 

APTER: Other than defending the 
World tag team belts with Diesel, he 
hasnt gotten a shot at your belt in 
ages. Why not, if he’s such a great 
talent?

HART: I think he’s just biding his 
time and he’s on the way back full- 
swing now. His career has followed 
an interesting pattern. He’s a tag 
team champion, and a former 
Intercontinental champion. My belt 
is the only one left for him to attain. 
Very few people attain it at all, and 
only Pedro Morales and | have had 
all three. Shawn Michaels is very 
capable of doing it as well. I’m sure 
Diesel is going to set records in our 
sport as well. 

APTER: Unlike you and Michaels, 
Diesel is not a technical wrestler. He 
relies on his power and size to win. 

HART: Anyone that big, who has 
even a fraction of the ability Shawn 
Michaels or | do, has a huge advan- 
tage. Size is an incredible thing. 
When | think back even to Hulk 


Hogan just a few years ago, when 
he was in his prime, he was an 
immovable force. He wasn’t a great 
technical wrestler, but because of 
his size and his strength, it was 
impossible for a technical wrestler 
to capitalize on him in the ring. As 
he got smaller, over the years, he’s 
become a lot more vulnerable. 
Diesel is young and powerful and 
he’s got a lot of high energy, too. 
That all spells success to me. 

APTER: Diesel and Michaels both 
ultimately want your title. Do you 
see that building up as a feud 
between the two? 

HART: I’ve seen that disease in 
tag teams for years. The British 
Bulldogs, The Rockers—an endless 
list of tag teams—are friends, ene- 
mies, and then friends again. 

APTER: That never happened be- 
tween you and Jim Neidhart? 

HART: That was a real unusual sit- 
uation, an exception to the rule. As 
a team, we never had one single 
argument in over six years of tag 
team wrestling. We never slammed 
doors on each other in the locker 
room like lots of other teams. | 
spent more time with Jim Neidhart 
than | did with my wife and kids. 
We had a great bond. We lost the 
title and Jim and | were still fine 
with each other. The only real prob- 
lem between Jim and | was that 
after a period of time, his career 
went stagnant. My career seemed to 
get just higher and higher. That’s 
when dissension and jealousy set in. 
1 know Jim says | never called him 
and thanked him for everything he 
did for the team, but that’s not true. 
1 did call him, | did stay in touch. 
After a while it became very awk- 
ward, difficult for me to brag about 
all my achievements and, at the 
same time, ask him how he was 
doing, and have him say he hasn’t 
done anything. It made it difficult.

And the news that got such a 
mixed reaction was the announce- 
ment that Mr. T had been named 
special guest referee for the 
Hogan-Flair match at Halloween 
Havoc. 

That announcement brought up 
some very important concerns. 
WCW is looking more and more like 
the WWF of the mid- and late- 
1980s, to the point where WCW 
promoters are being accused of 
copying everything the WWF used 
to do. Take a quick look at the 
WCW roster: Hogan, Duggan, and 
The Guardian Angel own three 
spots in the top 10. They’re all for- 


mer WWF wrestlers (Guardian 
Angel as Big Bossman). The Honky 


Tonk Man, a former WWF 
Intercontinental champion, recently 
arrived in WCW and was deemed a 
top contender to the TV title before 
he even wrestled a handful of com- 
petitive matches. 

/ Beefcake is always around. Hart, 
the former WWF manager, is now 
managing Hogan in WCW. Jesse 
“The Body” Ventura is out as TV 
commentator, but former WWF 
manager Bobby “The Brain” 
Heenan has a more visible role 
than ever. And “Mean” Gene 
Okerlund is out front on WCW tele- 


casts, making it look even more like 
the WWF. 

They’re taking over the whole 
federation—if they haven't done so 
already. WCW mainstays are being 
overrun by these unwelcome (by 
some) visitors who were invited into 
WCW by executives waving huge 


contracts in their faces. 

Remember the old days, when 
wrestling fans debated which feder- 
ation was better, WCW or the 
WWF? The argument has become 
moot. The WCW doesn’t exist. Now 
there's Vince McMahon’s WWF and 
Ted Turner's WWF. 
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“Their arrogance is incredible,” said 
one WCW mainstay who requested 
anonymity for fear of bucking the 
company line. “They just came in here 
like they owned the place and did 
whatever they wanted. You know, 
there used to be a time when WCW 
offered fans a real choice between the 
WWF's circus wrestling and real, no- 
nonsense wrestling. Now there's no 
choice. | feel bad for the fans.” 

Don't feel too bad. It’s been a 
long time since fans in such num- 
bers crowded into WCW arenas 
and watched WCW cablecasts and 
pay-per-view events. WCW as the 
WWF has been a smashing suc- 
cess. Unfortunately for the WCW 
promoters who are enjoying the 
fruits of this success, there are the 
makings of a revolution in WCW. 

In the not-so-old old days, WCW 
was split between fan favorites and 
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rulebreakers. Now the split is 
between former WWF wrestlers and 
WCW mainstays. The line is no 
longer drawn with the rulebook. 

Hogan started the war when he 
won the World title from Flair in his 
first WCW match and proclaimed, 
“Everything old is new again.” He 
meant happy days are here again, 
which meant that the old WWF, 
which was dying in the WWF, had 
been revived in WCW. Flair isn’t 
happy about that. 

“Hogan didn’t have to do what he 
did,” Flair said. “He made it out like 
his victory was a victory for a way of 
life or something. The last thing | 
need is Hogan talking about what's 
right and what's wrong. If you ask 
me, WCW was a pretty good place 
before he came along.” 

Whereas he used to be the star in 
WCW, Flair was suddenly turned 
into a mere co-star. And the WCW 
of 1994 and 1995 is looking nothing 
like the WCW of the late-1980s and 
early-’90s. 


While Hogan battles Flair with 
Mr. T as special guest referee, Bob 
Backlund and Bret Hart are reviving 
the WCW of the 1980s in the WWF 
of the 1990s (in terms of style of 
wrestling, at least). 

“Which would you rather have?” 


Hogan said, without really address- 
ing the issue. “This is a bottom-line 
sport, and the bottom line is on our 
side. If you ask me, WCW has been 
a lot better place since me and my 
buddies arrived, and I’m sure most 
people would agree.”

Hogan's influence has been the 
most striking. Prior to his arrival, the 
WCW World title was defended at 
least two or three times a week. 
Hogan has defended his title no 
more than once a week—except 
during WCW's European tour—and 
only against Flair. 

Meanwhile, Hacksaw Duggan— 
who was never good enough to win 
a major title in the WWF—is the 
U.S. champion, and Honky Tonk 
Man is moving up the ladder of con- 
tention. Many WCW insiders think 
Jimmy Hart has exerted undue 
influence on WCW promoters. Is 
Hart calling the shots? Is Hogan? 
Are both? 

The next WCW pay-per-view 
could pit former WWF stars against 
WCW mainstays. And it could get 
very ugly. O

For now, The Patriot and Marcus Alexander 
Bagwell stand united as WCW World tag team 
champions. That unity might not last if Patriot 
does not reveal his identity to his partner.

N THE NIGHTMARE that haunts 

him most often, Marcus Alex- 

ander Bagwell sees himself in the 
wrestling ring. Something has gone 
terribly wrong. Paul Orndorff is in 
one corner, Paul Roma in another. 
The WCW World tag team champi- 
onship belts are around their 
waists. In another corner, standing 
directly across from Bagwell, is The 
Patriot. He's laughing. 

At about this time, Bagwell usu- 
ally wakes up in a cold sweat. Be- 
cause it’s at this point in the dream 
that The Patriot removes his mask, 
revealing a face that Bagwell can't 
quite place. He just knows it's a bad 
face—a face belonging to the per- 
son who just cost him the tag team 
title. Shock. Betrayal. Even in his 
dreams, Bagwell can feel these 
feelings ripping him apart. 

“It's so real,” Bagwell confided. 
“I've never had dreams like this 
before. In fact, I've always been a 
pretty sound sleeper, but this thing 
is freaking me out. 

“You know,” he continued, “I trust 
Patriot like I’d trust my own brother. 
| know he'd never do anything to 
hurt me, but in the back of my mind, 
there's something lurking. I'm not 
sure what it is, but it's destructive. 
Maybe it’s my fault. He’s never 
done anything to hurt me. But who 
knows? You know what | mean? 
Who knows? He could be anyone!” 

Bagwell's eyes are bloodshot. 
Dark rings circle his eyes. He looks 
like he’s been having this nightmare 
every night. The next words out of 
his mouth confirm this observation. 

“| can’t sleep, and it's affecting 
the way | wrestle,” Bagwell said. “It 
concerns me, because we have to 
be on top of our game every time 
we step into that ring, because 
there's always somebody trying to 
knock us off our perch. One way or 
the other, it has to happen. If Patriot 
doesn't unmask—we’re through.” 

The words echoed throughout 
the dressing room. Even Bagwell 
didn’t seem to believe that those 
words had just come from his 
mouth. He covered his mouth with

Fewer people 
would be surprised if Bagwell 
became a rulebreaker than if Patriot 
turned against his partner. The irony 
here is that Patriot's weapon—his 
aura of mystery—is working on 
Bagwell the same way that it is sup- 
posed to work on opponents. 


Patriot says there’s nothing he 
can do about that. 

“Sure, I’m sorry to hear Marcus 
feels that way,” Patriot said. “I’ve 
always said you should judge a 
man by his actions, and mine have 
been right down the straight and 
narrow. He has no reason to doubt 
me. But | won’t unmask for any- 
one. Not Marcus, not my closest 
friends. Some of them don’t even 
know I’m a wrestler. It just has to 
be that way. | plan on having a 
long career as The Patriot, and 
who knows how long Marcus and | 
are going to be together? | hope 
it's for a long time, but you know 


how things are in this sport: You 
just never know what’s going to 
happen next. 

“Besides,” Patriot continued, 
“once you tell one person, every- 
body knows. Secrets are like water 
behind a dam.

.M HEN BOB BACKLUND 
decided to stop listening 
to the fans so much, it 


was one of the smartest moves he 
ever made. This new attitude of his 
is really going to help his career. 

It won’t be enough, though. For 
Backlund to get all the way back to 
the top, for him to become WWF 
World champion again—and keep 
the belt for a long time—he needs 
something more. He needs a great 
manager. 

He needs me. 

| know you’re thinking: “It’s 
Cornette and his big ego again. 
Cornette thinks he can do any- 
thing.” Well, | can, but that’s beside 
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The Iron Sheik won the WWF World title from Backlund in 1983 when Skaaland 
threw in the towel. Backlund still hasn't forgiven his former manager for doing 
that; Jim Cornette says a good manager never gives up on his wrestlers. 


When Skaaland and Backlund were on good terms, the manager always stood 
up for his man in disputes with referees. Cornette is convinced that he could 
help Backlund channel his anger and bend the rules more effectively. 
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the point. The point is that | know 
precisely what needs to be done to 
bring Backlund back to the top. 

Actually, there isn’t a lot | have to 
do. Backlund is one of the most tal- 
ented wrestlers I’ve ever seen. 
There isn’t a damned thing | need 
to teach him about holds and 
maneuvers. 

What | can help him with, 
though, is all those little ins and 
outs a wrestler needs to succeed in 
this business these days. For most 
of his career, Backlund was con- 
cerned with—obsessed with, real- 
ly—doing things strictly by the 
book. 

Well, that worked for him for a 
long time. The man held the WWF 
World title for nearly six years. He 
defeated people like Superstar 
Graham, Jimmy Snuka, Greg 
Valentine—the best of his era. He 
was the classic fighting champion. 

But today’s wrestlers are 
stronger and smarter. Backlund’s 


Backlund used to spend hours going through his fan mail. These days, he 
gets a lot more hate mail. Cornette thinks it’s great that Backlund stopped car- 
ing about the fans and says he can lead him back to the top of the WWF again. 


old methods don’t serve him nearly 
as well as they used to. He seems 
to be groping around for a model to 
follow. He needs a new way of 
doing things. 

That's where | come in. | have a 
proven track record of taking men 
who aren’t nearly as skilled as 
Backlund and making them champi- 
ons. Take The Midnight Express, 
for instance. I’m not saying Bobby 
Eaton and Dennis Condrey were 
bad wrestlers, but before | put them 
together, they didn’t have the desire 
to do what it took to make it big. | 


stepped in, and before long they 
were being called one of the top tag 
teams in the sport. Yes, | am that 
good. 

A couple of years later | replaced 
Condrey with Stan Lane, and they 
exceeded even my expectations! It 
was a much stronger version of The 
Midnight Express, thanks to me. 

lf you idiots have trouble remem- 
bering back that far, maybe you're 
more familiar with The Heavenly 
Bodies. Nobody said they would 
amount to much. Except yours 
truly, of course. After watching the 


Bodies-Steiners match at Summer- 
Slam 93, everybody was singing a 
different tune. We kicked those 
sissy Steiner boys’ butts—and 
would have won those tag team 
belts if the Steiners hadn’t paid off 
all of the referees and officials. 

We were so good, in fact, that 
the promoters begged us to wrestle 
at the Survivor Series. That’s when 
we beat The Rock ’n’ Old Express 
for the Smoky Mountain belts. 

Okay, you’re saying those were 
tag teams. How about singles 
wrestlers? Just look at Yokozuna. 
Sure, he may not hold the World 
title any longer, but any knowledge- 
able person in this business knows 
| gave him an extra dimension 
that’s made him much more dan- 
gerous. And quite honestly, | still 
say “Speedy” Roddy Piper made a 
fast count at WrestleMania X, but 
that’s another story. 

Or look at The Guardian Angel. 
He got his start in this sport as Big 
Bubba Rogers, the bodyguard for 
me and The Midnight Express. 
Less than a year later, he was 
champion of Bill Watts’ old UWF. 
There was a big, powerful guy who 
needed an edge. What’s he been 
since he left me? Nothing but a big 
fat oaf. 

There's plenty of proof, but let’s 
talk about the here and now. I’m 
convinced that | can make Bobby 
Backlund the next WWF World 
champ, one of the best ever. He'll 
enjoy a title reign more glorious 
than his first. 

He’s already taken a step in that 
direction. He despises Bret Hart, 
the current champion. Maybe you 
think he doesn’t hate Hart that 
intensely, but | know for a fact he 
does. | always check these things 
out, and my mama taught me never 
to lie. Backlund is sick and tired of 
being an also-ran. He can’t stand it 
when you morons call him a has- 
been. He’s taking all that pent-up 
anger out on a guy who couldn't 
shine his shoes. 

That’s good. That's the right atti- 
tude. But | could see to it that 
Backlund channels that anger more 
effectively. Save that anger and 
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A decade ago, Backlund would jok- 
ingly demonstrate his chicken wing 
on people like referee Scrappy 
McGowan. Today, he is more likely 
to use the hold to try to cripple any- 
one who angers him. 


channel it toward other opponents, 
the people who call themselves the 
best wrestlers in the WWF. 

We first saw that emotion in 
Backlund the time he wrestled 
Hart this summer and refused to 
let him out of the chicken wing. 
Backlund totally lost it, and | 
loved it. But he got too carried 
away, probably because for so 
long he never got carried away. 
There’s a skill in knowing when to 
lose it and when to keep your 
cool. | always instill that skill in 
my men. 
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There’s much, much more | 
could teach Backlund. Less-educat- 
ed people commonly refer to my 
curriculum as “cheating.” That’s 
because they’re caught in the old- 
fashioned way of thinking. There is 
a science to using the rules to one’s 
advantage. This is a rough busi- 
ness. It ain’t no place for moral 
absolutes. As a manager, I’m 
judged on how many wins and titles 
| get for my men. That’s the only 
real standard. 

Backlund could be the beneficia- 
ry of my thinking. And | promise him 


Back in the late-1970s and early-

bad times. With his new, harsh atti- 
tude, maybe he would be a good fit 
in Cornette’s camp! 


this: When that big night comes, | 
will never throw in the towel. That’s 
what Arnold Skaaland, his old man- 
ager, did. Backlund lost the champi- 
onship because Skaaland flat-out 
quit on him. He never would have 
quit on his own. 

But before all of this could hap- 
pen, Backlund has to do just one 
thing. He has to say yes, as in 
“Yes, Jim, | need you as my man- 
ager. Let’s do it.” 

Bobby, | know you have my 
number. Just pick up your phone 
anytime and dial up a winner. Oo

I don’t approve of what Backlund 
has become, but if he chooses to 
destroy his image, it is his to destroy. 
But when he tries to fight off his mid- 
life crisis by blaming his ill-fated 
career on Skaaland, a man whose 
greatest crime against humanity is 
blowing cigar smoke into the atmos- 
phere, I have to set the record straight. 

Let’s go back to December of 1983. 

ut not the night of December 26. A 
few days earlier. Part of the Sheik’s 
workout regimen included swinging a 
pair of 75-pound clubs around his body 
and over his head. To the average 
observer, this did not appear too diffi- 
cult a feat, but it was one of those 
things like holding an egg in a certain 
position and trying to break the shell. 
The Sheik could do it, but few others 
could, 


Backlund accepted a challenge 
issued by Sheik and his manager, Fred 
Blassie, to try to swing the clubs. 
Backlund, while not big by wrestling 
standards, is the most superbly condi- 
tioned athlete I have ever met. It was 
by no means easy for him, but he was 
able to perform the exercise. The 
Sheik, stunned and embarrassed by 
Backlund’s success, attacked his rival 
as he swung the clubs, injuring his 
neck, shoulder, and left arm. 

Doctors tried to convince Backlund 
that he should spend a week or two in 
traction at the hospital, but the proud 
champion was determined to go on 
with his match against the Sheik. In a 
private discussion in the moments 
before the match, Skaaland told 
Backlund flat out: “If you get to a point 
where your health is in jeopardy, I’m 
stopping the match.” 

Backlund agreed. 


Well, that’s precisely what hap- 
pened. The Sheik directed his attack on 
Backlund’s ailing back from the open- 
ing bell and eventually locked him in a 
camel clutch. The pain Backlund expe- 
rienced was so intense that his eyes 
actually rolled up in his head. Referee 
Dick Kroll asked Backlund if he want- 
ed to give up, but no answer came. 
Sensing the hopelessness of the situa- 
tion, Skaaland did the only thing possi- 
ble: He threw in the towel, signalling 
surrender. 

Did Skaaland do the right thing? 


That the examining physician for the 
New York State Athletic Commission 
told Backlund that his manager had 
saved him from permanent injury. 

He also won’t tell you that he had a 
rematch clause in his contract, guaran- 
teeing him a shot against The Iron 
Sheik on January 23. It was Backlund, 
not Skaaland, who made the decision to 
hand that rematch opportunity to Hulk 
Hogan instead. 

It’s funny how a man who can reel 
off the names of every President and 
their Vice Presidents can’t remember a

Could Backlund have continued? 

If you ask Backlund today, ‘the 
answers will be no and yes. Backlund 
will tell you that he has come from fur- 
ther back against better opponents and 
he deserved the chance to do so against 
the Sheik. He’ll tell you that he has 
never recovered mentally from being 
the only world champion in history to 
have lost the title by having his corner 
throw in the towel. But he won’t tell 
you that he was practically rendered 
unconscious from the pain. That he 
needed assistance to get out of the ring. 


pivotal moment in his own life. He has 
caused an innocent man tremendous 
harm with his wild accusations, and 
taken it a dangerous step further, lock- 
ing the 70-year-old man in a chicken 
wing and refusing to release it. 

Even more pathetic than that sight is 
the notion that Backlund is trying to 
make Skaaland the scapegoat for all 
that has gone wrong in his career for 
the past decade. Backlund likes to think 
of himself as a man’s man, but a real 
man takes responsibility for his own 
actions—and his own failures.

much,” Scorpio continued. “I know 
Marcus pretty well. I know how he 
thinks in the ring. We’ve adopted a lot 
of the same methods. And if it has to 
get nasty, I’m prepared to do that. I 
know that Marcus is as well.” 

Before any confrontation takes 
place, Scorpio must first find a partner. 
Listening to Scorpio, that may be the 
most difficult challenge of all. 

“It has to be somebody who could 
match me move for move, who is 
familiar with my style,” he said. 
“Some people say each partner should 
bring something different to a tag 


team. For instance, they say one guy 
should be fast and one should be 
strong, sort of offset each Other’s 
weaknesses. 

“I’m looking for someone who’s 
just as comfortable going to the air as I 
am, someone who will put his body on 
the line and take risks,” Scorpio 
explained. “I was in Japan this sum- 
mer, where they have a lot of guys I’d 
like to team with, but I don’t think any 
of them would want to come over for 
more than a few weeks. I need some- 
body who’ll stick it out for a while.” 

Somebody like ... Bagwell? 


“That’s right,” Scorpio said with a 
laugh. “I won’t deny it. Look, Marcus 
and I were an excellent team. With a 
little luck, it could have gone a lot fur- 
ther. But I'm not looking back. I’m 
serious when I say I want that WCW 
tag team title. I'll go through whoever 
it takes to get it.” 

Those are strong words, strong 
enough for Bagwell to take them seri- 
ously, Even so, the new champion said 
he’d be surprised if his old partner 
would pursue the belts. 

“I was sure Scorpio made a total 
commitment to singles wrestling,” said 
the new champion. “That’s why ’'m 
kind of surprised by this. But I wel- 
come the challenge, sure. Scorpio is 
one of the best. You don’t often get the 
chance to test yourself against someone 
of his caliber. I know what he can do. I 
know that Patriot and I would be hard- 
pressed to beat Scorpio and whoever 
his partner might be.” 

Scorpio said he has no timetable for 
finding a partner, but admits that if he 
doesn’t find one soon, he may lose 
interest in pursuing the title. 

“Tf it doesn’t happen, it doesn’t hap- 
pen,” he said. “There are a lot of other 
things I can do. There are plenty of 
titles out there to be won.” 

Is Scorpio speaking honestly, or 
making a statement to lull Bagwell into 
a false sense of security? 

“He says it’s nothing personal, that 


Scorpio and Bagwell racked up victory after victory together in WCW. In the process, 


he just wants to be tag team champion 
again,” says one WCW wrestler who’s 
trained with both men. “But they were 
always trying to outdo each other, even 
when they were champions. I think 
Scorpio wants to prove to Marcus that 
Marcus wasn’t the key member of their 
team.” 

“What Scorpio wants to do,” says a 
second grappler who also teamed with 
both Scorpio and Bagwell, “is prove to 
everybody that he is every bit the 
champion Bagwell is. That seems 
ridiculous, because Scorpio obviously 
is a great wrestler. But that’s what he 
wants to do. That’s why he’s interested 
in tag teams again all of a sudden. 
Bagwell’s success motivated him 
quickly.” 

What does Scorpio have to. say 
about this? Very little. 

“Those guys you talked to, I know 
who they are,” he said. “We talk for a 
few minutes, and they think they have 
me figured out. What motivates me is 
the desire to be the best. Jealousy has 
nothing to do with it.” 

There’s little reason not to believe 
Scorpio. He fights hard and clean and 
has proven himself to be trustworthy. 
Still, something about this doesn’t 
seem right. For some reason, he wants 
what Bagwell has. Maybe the two part- 
ners didn’t have a great relationship 
after all.

Scorpio learned a lot about Bagwell’s strengths and weaknesses. He could get a 
chance to use that knowledge against him in the near future, 
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been the most resilient wrestler 
of all-time. His defeat of Bruno 
Sammartino in 1971, a victory 
that ended Bruno’s nearly eight- 
year WWF World title reign, was 
a sports moment equivalent in 
drama to Bobby Thompson’s 
home run or Franco Harris’ 
miraculous reception.

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RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating over 200 wrestlers in 20 different categories. It is a 
behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 


respected-ratings system in the sport.This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Our ratings go international. Shortly after the January 1995 
issue of PWI went to press, we found out the Dallas-based Global 
Wrestling Federation had folded. The promotion had been evicted 
by the owners of the 
Sportatorium, where it held 
most of its cards, for failure 
to pay its bills. 

Founded in 1991, 
Global’s first heavyweight 
champion was The Patriot; 
Chris Adams held the 
heavyweight title at the time 
of the GWF’s demise. 

Not only was this bad 
news for wrestling fans in 
Texas, it also presented us 
with a problem in the ratings. 

We needed to fill the space occu- 
pied by the GWF. We decided to do what a lot of our readers sug- 
gested we do years ago: rate some of the wrestlers in Japan and 
other foreign countries. 

We came up with a category we call the International ratings. 
Wrestlers competing regularly in promotions based outside the 
U.S. are eligible to be ranked in this category. Japanese stars such 
as Mitsuharu Misawa, NobuHiku Takada, and Shinya 
Hashimoto make the list this month, but so do several Mexicans 
and a few wrestlers from North America. Big Van Vader has been 
wrestling in Japan’s UWFI promotion a lot lately, even forming a 
tag team with Earthquake. 

Canadian aerialist Chris Benoit and rugged Texan Stan 
Hansen are also in the ratings; both are considered major stars in 
the Far East. Though both WCW and the WWF frequently tour 
Europe and Japan, those tours will have no bearing on our 
International ratings because both promotions are based in the U.S. 

The top spot in the International ratings will be always reserved 
for the Triple Crown champion, the man who holds the All-Japan 
International, All-Japan United National, and Pacific Wrestling 
Federation titles. Steve Williams had held those belts until he lost 
to Toshiaki Kawada in October. 

Cruising with WCW. Exciting news for fans who long for the 
days when WCW had a light heavyweight division: The federation 
is establishing a cruiserweight division! A tournament to crown a

champion is expected to be held no later than January 1995. 

Brian Pillman will undoubtedly be one of the wrestlers 
entered in that tournament, and several Mexican wrestlers are 
expected to enter as well. “Flyin’” Brian was the first-ever WCW 
light heavyweight champion; he defeated Rick Morton in a tour- 
nament final in October 1991. Jushin Liger beat him for the belt 
less than two months later, but Pillman regained it in February 
1992. Many who watched the Pillman-Liger battles called them 
aerial classics. 

The last man to hold the belt before it was abandoned in 
September 1992 was Brad Armstrong. 

When a cruiserweight champion is crowned, you can be sure 
he will always be ranked high in our WCW ratings. 

Jack is back, When we last saw Cactus Jack in WCW, he was 
again a rulebreaker. He briefly feuded with his former tag team 
partner, Kevin Sullivan, and viciously attacked Kevin’s brother, 
Daye, when he tried to stop them from fighting. 

Since dropping a loser-leaves-WCW match to Kevin in January, 
Cactus seems to have had another change of heart. In addition to 
competing in ECW, Jack is now among the most popular wrestlers 
in Smoky Mountain. He arrived 
in that promotion and immedi- 
ately announced that he had 
found a “kindred spirit” in Boo 
Bradley, Tammy Fytch’s 
newest protege. Jack is on a mis- 
sion to rescue Bradley from 
Fytch and Chris Candido; he 
says Boo is being mistreated by 
those two, but Fytch says Jack 
has no business meddling in her 
affairs. 

It’s good to have Cactus 
Jack the fan favorite back—so 
good that we’re ranking him as 
one of the 10 most popular men in wrestling today.
